COMMERCIAL   STOCKS   OF   MEAT   AND   MEAT   PRODUCTS. 

The  stocks  of  meat  and  meat  products  covered  by  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1913,  for  which  information  is  here  presented,  include 
fresh  beef,  fresh  pork,  fresh  veal,  fresh  mutton  (including  lamb  and  goat  meat),  dressed  poultry  and  game,  live  poultry  in  the  hands  of 
dealers,  salted  and  cured  beef,  cured  hams,  bacon  and  shoulders,  other  cured  and  salted  pork,  all  other  meats  not  canned  (tongues,  kidneys, 
livers,  sausages,  scrapple,  etc.),  and  gelatin  intended  for  food.     The  fresh  meats  above  enumerated  include  chilled  and  frozen  meats. 

The  estimated  total  commercial  stocks  of  these  commodities,  assuming  that  the  quantities  actually  reported  represent  from  85  to  90 
per  cent  of  the  total,  were  as  follows: 

Fresh  beef,  490,000,000  pounds;  fresh  pork,  107,000,000  pounds;  fresh  veal,  18,000,000  pounds;  fresh  mutton  (including  lamb  and 
goat  meat),  16,500,000  pounds;  dressed  poultry  and  game,  105,000,000  pounds;  live  poultry  in  the  hands  of  dealers,  ll,5OO,O0O  pounds; 
salted  and  cured  beef,  52,000,000  pounds:  cured  hams,  bacon  and  shoulders,  460,000,000  pounds;  other  salted  and  cured  pork,  214,000,000 
pounds;   miscellaneous  meats  (tongues,  kidneys,  livers,  sausages,  scrapple,  etc.),  95,000,000  pounds;   and  gelatin,  8,000,000  pounds. 

For  all  fresh  meats  except  beef  and  veal,  the  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  considerably  smaller  than  those 
reported  for  January  1.  1917  the  stocks  of  fresh  beef  beinc  larger  by  more  than  one-fifth.  The  stocks  of  the  several  commodities  on 
January  1,  1918,  represented  the  following  percentages  of  those  on  hand  a  year  earlier: 

Fresh  beef,  120.7  per  cent;  fresh  pork,  70.9  per  cent;  veal,  113.4  per  cent;  mutton,  91.6  per  cent;  dressed  poultry  and  game,  54.2 
per  cent;  live  poultry,  91.4  per  cent:  salted  and  cured  beef,  101.7  per  cent;  cured  hams,  bacon  and  shoulders,  87.0  per  cent;  other  salted  and 
cured  pork,  111.1  per  cent;   miscellaneous  meats,  132.1  per.  cent,   gelatin,  109.4  per  cent. 

Detailed  information  for  each  of  these  commodities  is  presented  in  the  following  cages. 

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  FRESH  BEEF. 

The  total  stocks  of  fresh  beef,  including  chilled  and  frozen  beef, 
as  reported  in  the  War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918, 
amounted  to  4 IS. 221. 078  pounds.  Of  this  total,  the  meat  packers 
and  the  cold  storages  each  held  slightly  over  two-fifths.  The  whole- 
sale dealers  held  only  3.5  per  cent  of  the  total  quantity  reported, 
and  the  retail  dealers  12.5  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to 
1.0  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group.  The  stocks  reported 
by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns,  as  well  as  by  various 
subdivisions  of  the  main  classes,  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  1,  and  the  relative  amounts  held  by  the  several  classes  are 
represented  graphically  in  Diagram  1.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

Nearly  174,000,000  pounds,  or  more  than  two-fifths  of  the  total 
commercial  stocks  in  the  entire  country,  were  reported  from  the 
states  of  the  East  North  Central  division,  the  West  North  Central 
division  ranking  second,  with  approximately  99,000,000  pounds,  and 
the  Middle  Atlantic  division  third,  with  71,000,000  pounds.  These 
three  geographic  divisions  together  reported  considerably  more  than 
three-quarters  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  fresh  beef  in  the 
entire  country.  Turning  to  the  individual  states,  Illinois  alone 
reported  more  fresh  beef  than  did  any  of  the  geographic  divisions

except  the  East  North  Central,  and  more  than  three  times  as  much 
as  New  York,  the  second  state  on  the  list. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  quantities  reported  is  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  2,  while  the  distribution  by  states  as 
well  as  by  geographic  divisions  is  given  in  Table  3,  both  for  the 
total  stocks  and  for  each  class  of  business.  The  stocks  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  represented  graphically 
in  Diagram  3.  This  diagram  brings  out  clearly  the  very  prominent 
place  occupied  by  Illinois  as  a  holder  of  commercial  stocks  of  fresh 
beef.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 
The  comparative  figures  contained  in  the  last  three  columns  of 
Table  1  and  given  in  greater  detail  in  Table  4,  are  based  on  those 
reports  (about  four-fifths  of  the  total  returns,  on  the  basis  of  the 
quantity  reported)  which  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as 
well  as  for  January  1,  1918.  From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen 
that  the  stocks  of  fresh  beef  held  by  practically  all  of  the  classes 
of  business  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  considerably  larger  than 
those  held  one  year  earlier.  The  increase  in  these  stocks  was 
largest  in  the  case  of  the  meat  packers,  though  the  percentages  for 
the  wholesale  dealers  and  the  cold  storages  are  nearly  as  large. 
The  retail  holdings  reported  for  January  1,  1918,  were  only  a  little 
larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  dealers  a  year  earlier.  The 
total  stocks  of  fresh  beef  on  January  1,  1918,  were  20.7  per  cent 
larger  than  those  on  January  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the 
two  dates  are  represented  graphically  for  the  meat  packers,  the 
cold  storages,  the  wholesale  dealers,  and  the  retail  dealers,  in 
Diagram  4

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  FRESH  PORK. 

The  stocks  of  fresh,  chilled  and  frozen  pork  in  commercial 
channels,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918, 
amounted  to  90,872,176  pounds.  Of  these,  the  meat  packers  held 
69.4  per  cent;  the  cold  storages,  10.4  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
4.6  per  cent;  and  the  retail  dealers,  4.5  per  cent.  The  quantities 
reported  by  each  class  of  business  concerns  are  given  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  5,  and  the  relative  amounts  held  by  the  several 
classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  5. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated^for'fresh  pork 
is  shown  in  Table  6.

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Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  reported  for  each  geographic  division  as  well  as  for 
the  individual  states  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  7. 
The  two  North  Central  divisions,  it  may  be  noticed,  led  in  the 
stocks  of  fresh  pork  reported,  while  the  Middle  Atlantic  division 
came  third  and  the  New  England  division  fourth.  Among  the 
individual  states,  Illinois  ranked  first,  with  13,702,560  pounds, 
which  was  fully  twice  as  much  as  was  reported  by  the  second  state 
on  the  list,  namely,  Missouri.  Kansas  was  the  third  state  in  order 
of  stocks  reported,  and  Massachusetts  ranked  fourth.  The  amount 
of  fresh  pork  reported  for  the  different  geographic  divisions  are 
represented  graphically  in  Diagram  6,  while  the  quantities  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form 
in  Diagram  7.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  reports  for  fresh  pork,  based  on  the 
amount  reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as 
for  January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
schedules  are  given,  for  each  class  of  business,  in  the  last  three 
columns  of  Table  5,  and  also,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states, 
in  Table  8.  From  these  figures  it  appears  that  there  was  a  con- 
siderable decrease  in  the  commercial  stocks  of  fresh  pork  during 
the  calendar  year  1917.  the  total  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
being  only  70.9  per  cent  of  those  on  January  1,  1917.  This  decrease 
in  the  case  of  the  cold  storages  amounted  to  nearly  52  per  cent,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  meat  packers,  to  over  26  per  cent.  In  the  case  of 
the  wholesale  dealers  and  the  retail  dealers,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
decrease  amounted  to  less  than  20  per  cent.  The  relative  stocks 
on  the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically,  for  the  four  leading  groups 
of  firms  reporting,  in  Diagram  8.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  VEAL. 

The  stocks  of  veal  (fresh,  chilled  and  frozen)  which  were  reported 
in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  14,558,774 
pounds.  Of  this  quantity  the  meat  packers  held  58.9  per  cent  and 
the  cold  storages  7.5  per  cent.  The  wholesale  dealers  held  only  6.7 
per  cent  of  the  total,  while  the  retail  dealers  held  25.5  per  cent. 
The  stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business  concerns  handling 
fresh  veal  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  9,  and  the  relative 
quantities  reported  by  the  main  classes  of  business  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  9.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  veal  reported  in  the  Survey^by 
geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown,  for  each  class  of  business 
concerns,  in  Table  11.  This  table  indicates  that  the  commercial 
stocks  of  fresh  veal  were  somewhat  more  widely  distributed  over 
the  country  than  were  the  stocks  of  fresh  beef  or  fresh  pork  on  the 
same  date.  In  the  East  South  Central  division,  however,  and  also 
in  the  South  Atlantic,  the  stocks  of  this  commodity  were  decidedly 
small.  The  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  veal  among  the  different 
geographic  divisions  of  the  United  States  is  shown  in  graphic  form 
in  Diagram  10,  and  the  quantities  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  11.

More  than  six-sevenths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917  as  well  as  for 
January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  9  and  also,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  Table  12. 
From  these  figures  it  appears  that  the  stocks  of  fresh  veal  held  by 
the  meat  packers  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  19.5  per  cent 
larger  than  those  held  by  them  a  year  earlier,  while  the  holdings 
of  the  cold  storages  show  an  even  larger  increase — 31.3  per  cent — 
over  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The  stocks  of  the  wholesale  dealers, 
on  the  other  hand,  were  approximately  equal  on  the  two  dates, 
while  those  of  the  retail  dealers  showed  a  slight  decrease,  the  retail 
stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  being  98.6  per  cent  of  those  on  January 
1,  1917.  The  total  commercial  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  13.4  per  cent  larger  than  those  on  hand  a  year  earlier.  The 
relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  graphically  for  the  four 
main  classes  of  business  concerns  in  Diagram  12.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  MUTTON. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  fresh,  chilled  and  frozen  mutton  (includ- 
ing lamb  and  goat  meat),  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January 
1,  1918,  amounted  to  13,392,686  pounds.  Of  these  stocks,  the  meat 
packers  held  37.4  per  cent;  the  cold  storages,  27.9  per  cent;  the 
wholesale  dealers,  10.3  per  cent;  the  retail  dealers,  22.0  per  cent; 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  2.4  per  cent.  The  commercial 
holdings  of  mutton  in  the  hands  of  each  of  the  classes  of  business 
firms^reporting  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13,  while 
the  relative  holdings  of  the  several  classes  are  shown  graphically 
in  Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  mutton  reported  from  each  geographic 
division  and  each  state  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  15. 
The  Middle  Atlantic  division  outranked  all  other  divisions  in  hold- 
ings of  mutton  by  a  very  considerable  margin.  The  East  North 
Central  division  ranked  second,  and  the  New  England  division  third. 
Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  Massachusetts 
second,  and  Illinois  third.  The  stocks  reported  for  each  geographic 
division  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  14  and  the 
stocks  of  mutton  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states 
are  similarly  represented  in  Diagram  15.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  reports  for  mutton,  based  on  the 
quantities  reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well 
as  for  January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  for  the  two  dates,  based 
on  these  two-year  schedules,  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  13.  From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  each  class  of 
business  concerns,  with  the  exception  of  the  cold  storages,  held 
■  considerably  smaller  quantities  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they 
held  one  year  earlier.  The  total  commercial  stocks  on  January  1. 
1918,  were  equivalent  to  91.6  per  cent  of  the  stocks  on  January  1, 
1917.  The  relative  holdings  of  fresh  mutton  on  the  two  dates  are 
shown  graphically  for  the  four  main  classes  of  business  concerns  in 
Diagram  16,  and  Table  16  gives  comparative  figures  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  DRESSED  POULTRY 

AND  GAME. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  dressed  poultry  and  game  (fresh  and 
frozen)  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted 
to  89,351,577  pounds.  Of  these  stocks  the  cold  storages  held  57.5 
per  cent  and  the  meat  packers  10.0  per  cent.  The  wholesale  dealers 
held  23.7  per  cent;  the  retail  dealers,  4.8  per  cent;  and  a  miscella- 
neous group  of  concerns,  4.0  per  cent.  The  holdings  of  each  of 
the  classes  of  business  concerns  reporting  in  the  Survey  are  shown 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  17,  while  the  relative  quantities  held 
by  the  different  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  17.  The 
large  relative  holdings  of  the  cold  storages  and  the  wholesale  dealers 
are  clearly  brought  out  by  the  diagram,  the  combined  sector  for 
the  holdings  of  these  two  groups  covering  more  than  four-fifths  of 
the  entire  circle.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  dressed  poultry  and 
game  among  the  several  geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown, 
by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  19.  From  this  table  it  may  be  seen 
that  out  of  the  total  of  89,351,577  pounds  reported  for  the  country 
as  a  whole,  36,486,766  pounds,  or  nearly  four-ninths  of  the  total, 
was  reported  from  the  East  North  Central  division.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  came  second,  with  24,972,710  pounds,  and  the 
West  North  Central  division  third,  with  a  total  of  14,481,976 
pounds.  Among  the  individual  states,  Illinois  ranked  first  with 
total  stocks  more  than  twice  as  large  as  those  of  New  York,  the 
second  state  on  the  fist.  The  stocks  of  dressed  poultry  and  game  are 
represented  graphically  by  geographic  divisions  in  Diagram  18,  and 
the  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  im- 
portant states  are  represented  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  19.

The  comparative  figures,  based  on  those  reports  which  gave 
information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918 
(about  four-fifths  of  the  total  returns,  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity 
reported),  are  given  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  17.  From 
these  figures  it  appears  that  there  was  a  very  marked  decrease  during 
the  calendar  year  1917  in  the  holdings  of  dressed  poultry  and  game 
for  nearly  all  classes  of  business  concerns.  The  total  stocks  reported 
for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  equal  to  only  54.2  per  cent  of  those 
on  hand  January  1,  1917.  Comparative  figures  are  shown  for  each 
class  of  business  concerns,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in 
Table  20,  and  the  relative  holdings  on  the  two  dates  above  mentioned 
are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  20.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  LIVE  POULTRY. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  live  poultry  in  the  hands  of  dealers, 
as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to 
9,643,281  pounds.  Of  this  total  the  wholesale  dealers  held  nearly 
one-half  and  the  retail  dealers  upward  of  one-third.  The  poultry 
packers  held  oidy  3.4  per  cent  of  the  total  and  the  general  meat 
packers  7.2  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  9.9  per  cent 
of  the  total,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  of  the  above-mentioned  classes  of  business 
concerns,  as  well  as  those  reported  by  several  subdivisions  of  the 
wholesale  and  retail  classes,  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table 
21,  while  the  relative  importance  of  the  stocks  reported  by  the 
different  groups  of  concerns  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  21. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  five  poultry  is 
shown  in  Table  23.

North  Central  geographic  divisions  together  reported  more  than 
three-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  of  salted  and  cured  beef  in  the  entire 
country.  Among  the  individual  states,  Illinois  ranked  first  by  a 
very  wide  margin,  Kansas  came  second,  New  York  third,  Penn- 
sylvania fourth,  and  Massachusetts  fifth.  The  stocks  of  salted  and 
cured  beef  reported  for  each  of  the  nine  geographic  divisions  of  the 
country  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  23,  while  the  holdings 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  similarly 
represented  in  Diagram  24.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  SALTED  AND 
CURED  BEEF. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  salted  and  cured  beef,  including  pickled, 
corned,  dried,  etc.,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1, 
1918,  amounted  to  44,338,191  pounds.  Of  this  total  the  meat 
packers  held  32,251,353  pounds,  or  72.7  per  cent.  The  warehouses 
held  5.6  per  cent  of  the  total;  the  wholesale  dealers,  6.0  per  cent; 
and  the  retail  dealers,  14.6  per  cent.  The  holdings  reported  by 
each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns,  as  well  as  by  several 
subdivisions  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  classes,  are  shown  in  the 
first  column  of  Table  24,  and  the  relative  quantities  reported  by  the 
main  classes  of  business  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  22.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  nine-tenths  of  the  reports  for  salted  and  cured  beef, 
based  on  the  quantity  reported,  gave  information  for  January  1, 
1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based 
on  these  two-year  reports  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  24.  From  these  figures  it  appears  that  the  stocks  of  this 
commodity  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  varied  but  slightly  from  those 
of  January  1,  1917.  Only  the  stocks  of  the  wholesale  dealers  show 
any  appreciable  increase,  and  since  the  holdings  of  this  class  of

Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  393.205,383  pounds.  Of 
this  total  the  meat  packers  held  329,236,439  pounds,  or  83.7  per 
cent.  The  cold  storages  held  only  1.8  per  cent  of  the  total;  the 
wholesale  dealers,  2.9  per  cent;  the  retail  dealers,  6.3  per  cent; 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  5.3  per  cent.  The  stocks 
held  by  each  of  the  classes  of  business  concerns  reporting  this 
commodity  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  28,  and  the 
relative  quantities  reported  by  the  different  classes  are  represented 
graphically  in  Diagram  26.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  hams,  bacon  and  shoulders 
among  the  several  geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown,  by 
classes  of  business,  in  Table  30.  Nearly  266,000,000  pounds,  or 
more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  commercial  holdings  of  hams, 
bacon  and  shoulders  in  the  United  States,  were  reported  from  the 
two  North  Central  geographic  divisions,  the  stocks  of  the  East 
North  Central  division  exceeding  those  of  the  West  North  Central 
by  only  about  9,000,000  pounds.  Among  the  individual  states, 
Illinois  ranked  first,  Missouri  second,  Kansas  third,  and  Iowa  fourth. 
In  the  case  of  each  of  these  states  the  bulk  of  the  commercial  hold- 
ings reported  were  in  the  hands  of  the  meat  packers.  The  stocks  of 
cured  hams,  bacon  and  shoulders  reported  for  the  geographic 
divisions  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  27,  and  those 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  similarly 
represented  in  Diagram  28.

The  comparative  commercial  holdings  of  hams,  bacon  and 
shoulders,  based  on  the  reports  that  gave  information  for  January 
1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918  (more  than  nine-tenths  of 
the  total  returns,  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity  reported),  are  shown 
in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  28.  From  these  figures  it  appears 
there  was  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  stocks  of  this  commodity  on 
hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  those  on  the 
earlier  date.  The  decrease  is  shown  by  practically  all  classes  of 
business,  and  was  fairly  uniform  among  the  different  groups  of 
concerns  reporting.  The  total  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
were  equal  to  87.0  per  cent  of  those  on  hand  one  year  earlier.  Com- 
parative figures  for  geographic  divisions  and  states  are  shown,  by 
classes  of  business,  in  Table  31,  while  the  relative  holdings  of  the 
more  important  classes  of  firms  on  the  two  dates  are  represented 
graphically  in  Diagram  29.

The  commercial  holdings  of  salted  and  cured  pork,  other  than 
hams,  bacon  and  shoulders,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  182,578,993  pounds.  Of  this  total 
the  meat  packers  held  148,891,740  pounds,  or  81.5  per  cent.  The 
warehouses  held  only  8.3  per  cent  of  the  total;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
4.1  per  cent;  and  the  retail  dealers,  5.7  per  cent.  The  stocks 
reported  for  each  class  of  business  concerns  handling  this  com- 
modity are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  32,  and  the  relative 
holdings  of  the  different  groups  of  concerns  are  shown  graphically 
in  Diagram  30.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  holdings  of  salted  and  cured 
pork  among  the  several  geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown, 
by  class  of  business,  in  Table  34.  From  these  figures  it  may  be 
seen  that  approximately  131,000.000  pounds,  or  more  than  seven- 
tenths  of  the  total  reported  for  the  entire  country,  were  held  in 
the  two  North  Central  geographic  divisions.  Among  the  individual 
states,  Illinois  ranked  first  by  a  very  wide  margin,  Kansas  ranked 
second,  Massachusetts  third,  Missouri  fourth,  and  Iowa  fifth.  The 
geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  reported  is  shown  in  graphic 
form  in  Diagram  31,  while  those  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  are  similarly  represented  in  Diagram  32.

The  comparative  stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and  one  year  earlier, 
as  shown  by  the  reports  that  gave  information  for  both  dates  (more 
than  nine-tenths  of  the  total  returns,  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity 
reported),  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  31,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  35. 
From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  stocks  of  the  meat 
packers  were  15.5  per  cent  larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than 
on  January  1,  1917.  The  holdings  of  each  of  the  other  classes  of 
business  were  somewhat  smaller.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the 
date  of  the  Survey  were  equivalent  to  111.1  per  cent  of  those  held 
by  the  same  concerns  on  January  1,  1917.  The  relative  holdings 
on  the  two  dates  are  represented  graphically  for  the  four  more 
important  groups  of  firms  in  Diagram  33.

MEATS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  miscellaneous  meats,  including  tongues, 
kidneys,  livers,  sausages,  scrapple,  etc.,  reported  in  the  Food  Survey 
of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  81,299,602  pounds.  The  meat 
packers  held  68,965,894  pounds,  or  84.8  per  cent  of  these  stocks. 
The  cold  storages  held  only  2.9  per  cent  of  the  total;  the  wholesale 
dealers,  5.0  per  cent;  the  retail  dealers,  6.4  per  cent;  and  a  miscella- 
neous group  of  firms,  0.9  per  cent.  The  holdings  reported  for  each 
class  of  business  concerns  handling  miscellaneous  meats  are  shown 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  36,  while  the  relative  holdings  of  the 
several  classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  34.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  miscellaneous  meats  is 
shown,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  for  each  class  of  business 
concerns,  in  Table  38.  From  this  table  it  may  be  seen  that  more 
than  sixty  millions  pounds  out  of  the  total  of  eighty-one  and  a 
quarter  million  were  reported  from  the  two  North  Central  geographic 
divisions.  The  state  of  Illinois  alone  reported  more  than  three-eighths 
of  the  total  for  the  entire  country.  The  stocks  of  this  commodity 
reported  for  each  geographic  division  are  represented  graphically  in 
Diagram  35,  while  the  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  im- 
portant states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  36.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  nine-tenths  of  the  reports  received,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for 
January  1.  1918.  Comparative  stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and 
January  1,  1917,  based  on  these  two-year  reports,  may  be  found 
in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  36.  This  table  indicates  that 
while  the  stocks  in  cold  storages  showed  a  marked  decrease,  the 
stocks  of  the  other  groups  of  concerns,  and  more  particularly  those 
of  the  most  important  class,  the  meat  packers,  showed  an  increase. 
The  combined  stocks  of  all  classes  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
32.1  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  concerns  one 
year  earlier.  Comparative  figures  by  geographic  divisions  and 
states  may  be  found  in  Table  39,  while  the  relative  stocks  on  the 
two  dates  above  referred  to  are  shown  in  graphic  form  for  the  four 
more  important  classes  of  business  concerns  in  Diagram  37.

The  commercial  stocks  of  gelatin  intended  for  human  food,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to 
6,932,027  pounds.  Of  these  stocks  the  gelatin  manufacturers  held 
only  6.6  per  cent,  and  the  warehouses  9.2  per  cent.  The  wholesale 
dealers  held  larger  total  stocks  than  any  other  group  of  concerns — 
37.4  per  cent  of  the  total — while  the  retail  dealers  held  23.3  per 
cent,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  held  23.5  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business  concerns  handling 
this  commodity  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  40,  and  the 
relative  stocks  held  by  the  several  classes  are  represented  graphi- 
cally in  Diagram  38. 

The  total  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  gelatin 
are  shown  in  Table  41.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  gelatin  among  the 
several  geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown  by  classes  of 
business  in  Table  42.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  gelatin  reported,  the  East 
North  Central  division  second,  and  the  West  North  Central  division 
third.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  outranked  any  other 
by  a  considerable  margin,  Illinois  came  second,  Pennsylvania  third, 
and  California  fourth.  The  holdings  of  this  commodity  reported 
for  each  of  the  nine  geographic  divisions  are  represented  graphically 
in  Diagram  39  and  the  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  im- 
portant states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  40.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  gelatin  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as 
compared  with  those  on  hand  one  year  earlier  are  shown  in  the 
last  three  columns  of  Table  40.  These  comparative  figures  are 
based  on  those  schedules  that  gave  information  for  January  1, 
1917,  as  well  as  January  1,  1918 — more  than  four-fifths  of  the  total 
returns,  on  the  basis  of  the  quantity  reported.  The  stocks  of  this 
commodity  held  by  gelatin  manufacturers  were  decidedly  smaller 
on  January  1,  1918,  than  on  the  earlier  date.  The  holdings  of  the 
other  groups  of  concerns,  however,  show  a  fairly  general  increase. 
TheVtotal  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  9.4  per  cent  larger 
than  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The  comparative  figures  are  also 
given  for  geographic  divisions  and  states,  by  classes  of  business, 
in  Table  43,  while  the  relative  holdings  of  gelatin  on  the  two  dates 
are  represented  in  graphic  form  for  the  four  more  important  groups 
of  concerns  in  Diagram  41.
